THAT SOLDIER BONUS 

That ~something has got to be done about 
paying our soldiers something on’ the big bill 
we owe them, all will acknowledge, but where 
the money. to do it with is comfng. from seems 
to puzzle all the statesmen, and everybody els®. 
We do not see anythiNg very puzzling about it, 
and think most of that sort of talk is largely a 
stall. If’ paid in cash it will take a billfon and 
a half, and if paid in twenty’ year installments 
it will take twice that. Very well, in the. first 
place all admit that a billion a year can be’ 
saved from the, governmental expenditure budget 
by economy and by doing away with thousands 
of us@less and overlapping departments and their 
armies of swivél-chair employes. This ought to 
be dome at once, bonus or No borus. In the 
second place, France, Italy and England owe this 
country something like ten billion dollars, and 
the interest upon it is piling up at the rate of a 
million dellars a day. Why not collect that in- 
terest, if not the principal, and pay the méHion 
dollars a day to our soldiers? A milion dollars a 
day will buy the boys a ‘whole lot of grub, 
clothes, medicines and bedrooms to sleep in. Why. 
not? Why can’t that interest be collected? Prob- 
ably the’ whole ‘ten billions cannot be collected in 
many years, but Surely the interest can be if the 
right kind of efforts were made. It is Not fair 
or just to ‘@llow those countries te default on the 
interest on their debt to us to amount of a 
million dollars a day and let our soldier boys 
suffer want, poverty, disease, unemploymett and 
death, and it ought not to be. What kind of 
statesmen have we in Washington, that this is 
allowed? Four hundred of these sick and dis- 
abled veterans have committed suicide since the 
war, because of neglect, disease, poverty and 
want, and it is a crying shame. Make France 
and England pay their debt, or at least the in- 
terest on it, and that would take care of our 
soldiers, afd pay.tHem the sum necessary nearly 
ten times over.
